The Pope on His Death Bed. 


Took a Bad Fainting Fit Wed-

Great Difficulty. 


London, Dec. 24.—The Lascet’s corre- 
spondents at Rome telegraphs to-day 
confirming the rumor that His Holiness 
was seized with a fainting fit after presid- 
ing at the last consistory. It was thought 
for a time, the correspondent states, that 
death had supervened, but the efforts of 
physicians attached t» the vatioan who 
were hastily summoned, sufficed to re- 
store animation. The sufferer rallied, 
though his condition was critical for sev- 
eral hours. The fact that the Pope 
fainted was kept a profound secret for a 
time in compliance with a standing order 
strictly imposed upon the porsonnel of 
the Vatican. Even in the event of the 


' Pope's death, the fact is not to be di- 
| yalged until Cardinals present in Rome 
| at the time have compieted certain acts.

a new pontitf. Few believe that His 
Holiness can survive much longer. Chro-
